The cause of the blaze was not 
known. The building is located on 
Market Square near Welland's 
downtown business section. 

Witnesses saw Linda carry her 
sister out of the burning building 
and bend over her father on the 
sidewalk. Mr. Enns was quoted 
as saying ‘'I tried, I tried.” 

Linda told police that’ her 
mother and sister were still in 
the building.

With the volume of work before us which seems to in- 
crease from year to year and most particularly will increase 
this coming year, the need for committees is paramount. With 
80 much work to be accomplished this work must be delzgated 


are circulated and rent out to every member of Council so 
that thore members of Council who are not on this or that 
perticular committee will receive due notice of every major 
item. The reports and recommendations of the committees 
still have to be approved by a majority of all the Council. 


When we brought In a City Manager form of government 
as we have had in Belleville it was decided to abolish all 
committees, but in certain instances, such es in Planning and 
Traffic, the volume of work to be dore was such that these 
committees or commissions, as you will, were re-established, 


. Now I say this, that in a truly deraocratic system such as 
ours to delegate so much work and responsibility to one of- 
ficial, the City Manager, can be disastrous. In effect, in my 
oninion, when we abolished committces we abdicated a great 
deal of our responsibilitics. 


Now this is not something new that 1 am sjeaking on to- 
night. } have fought hard and steadfastly for the retention of 
the committee system form of government and it is something 
that worked and worked very well years ago under the lead- 
ership of our incoming Mayor, Mac Haig. As a matter of 
fact, it was largely due to the efforts of Mr. Haig that this 
Committee System was imolemented. Now the argument has 
been advanced, will be advanced again, that the Com- 
mittee System nly ac effective as the members of the 
Council, and that, of course, is true. The opponents of the 
system say that too many members of the committees do not 


-attend meetings of these committees, However, I dare say 


the members of Council this coming year will not be missing 
very many committre meetings. Also, ladies and gentlemen, 
under the Committee System we know more fully how each 
department is functioning and how much money they have 
spent. That to me fs the crux of the matter. With the Com- 
mittee System of Government we know what is golng on. I 
have fought, as I have stated, consistently for the retention 
of the Committee System form of government. Now I want 
io strese that I have no cuarrel with any versonalities or in- 
dividuals, but I very definitely and decidedly have one 
with a s¥etem of government in which we do not assume our 
responsibilities. 


Arain Iet me state, and very empbatically, that in a 
Committee System of Government the senior City Official, 
call him City Manager, Comotroller, what vou like, that man 
sits on cach committes, correlates the ectivities of all the com- 
mittees and provides continuity and Leseial 4 over the years, 
Let us take what Is best from all systems. at, to my mind, 
is progress. 

Now a few words on the activitice of the Traffic and 
Light Committers of which 1 have been the chairman for the 
past severe! years. In the City of Belleville we have installed 
new traffic control lights in 1958 at the Intersection of Pin- 
nacle and Dundas Streets, and in 1959 a new set of traffic 
lights with special actuating contro's wae erected at the in- 
tersectlon of North Front and College Streets. The Traffic 
and Light Committee has an overall plan for installing strect 
lights In those areas of the City mainty the new areas, which 
are without them. Our plan as well Inclidee modernizition 
of the street Mght'ng In what is known as the o'd City of 
Belleville, but, and thls is most Important, it was the feeling 
of the Committee that before we modernized our street light- 
ing in the older section of the City we must vrovice stre-t 
lights for those parts of the city which presently have none, 
which work will soon be ready to commence, 


The required level of Illumination on streets to be artifi- 
cially lighted depends to a great extent on the maximum vol- 
ume of night hour traffic during the year. Ordinarily it is 
standard practice to Install strect lights of suitable size and 
design at a spacing of about 110 fect, or on every pole, Our 
program ‘calls for larger units and placing on every second 
pole, This \does sacrifice light uniformity somewhat, but it 
was done for the following cost reasons: 

Firstly: Two smaller Hghting units cast considerably more 
to Install than docs one unit with the light output of the two 
smaller oncs. 


Secondly: Small light sourees are tess efficient than lar- 
ger ones. 


Thirdly: Operation and maintenance costs are increased 
substantially with twice as many units. 


Fourthly: And most important, lighting will be provided 
much more quickly for all presently unlighted streets. 


All heavy traffic streets and medium traffic streets are 
to have mercury vapor lights installed. Examples of the heavy 
and medium traffic are the Trent Road, Dundas St. East, for- 
merly known as Highway No. 2, North Front St. to the north- 
ern limits of the city, Bridge St. East and Farley Avenue.

It would have been an casy matter for 
any of them to casually mention the fact and ask me or members of the committee if 
we were aware of the existing condition. Had anything been said I am sure the 
coridition would not have beerrallowed to exist for any length of time. I am assum- 
ing no member of the commitite knew of the condition and in that assumption I 
think I am correct. Again I say I am not a liar nor did I He to the Inquiry. I just 
carried out the recommendation of council. 


Whether you agree or not, the citizens should be proud that Belleville {a the 
home of the Allan Cup and World Champlonship hockey team. The mem of 
those teams and the officials were worthy representatives and in the words of the 
attorney-general, Kelso Roberts, will be remembered long after the inquiry is
